We are gathered here today to celebrate the 48th anniversary of Indian Independence. It is.

We respect and value the memories of great Indians who sacrificed their lives in the cause of 
Independence. Those great Indians did not view themselves as Hindus, Muslims, Sikhs or 
Christians, but simply as Indians. 
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Itis time to strengthen our resolve in order to build closer links and work together to cor 
negative forces. Through our strength of character and our belief in one humanity 
a lighthouse to the rest of the world in these difficult times. Our Indian heritage demand 
we stand up and be counted. Perhaps we should remember the words of Einstein when |) 
said, " Everything that is created is really great and inspiring is created by individuals wi 
can labour in freedom.”

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An Open Letter to Overseas Indians 


The Indian calendar is filled with a multitude of cultural, religious and social festivals throughout the 
year. From the bright lights of Diwali to the dancing and music of Biasaki, Indians have for centuries 
come together in their homes, their temples and in the streets. Ancient traditions have been kept alive 
from year to year as young and old join each other in celebration.

Not only should we come 
together to show pride in our nation and everything it stands for, but we should overcome rifts and 
divisions in honour of the Hindus, Muslims, Sikhs and Christians who gave their lives and suffered in 
the cause of the greater good. To justify and propagate such divisions is ultimately to dishonour our 
heroes. 


We see at this very time on our television screens and in our newspapers how terrorists are succeeding 
in their attempts to take the lives of innocent people, citing India as the perpetrator of evil, It is our 
duty to come forward and explain the real facts in order that we may counter the lies and false 
information that threatens to pollute and obscure the truth about India 


On this day we must pledge our support to our country by telling the truth behind the headlines 
regarding Kashmir, the Punjab and India. We must defend ourselves from our detractors and uphold 
our good name among our neighbours and to our friends, especially within our host community. 


It gives me great pleasure to see so much energy and pride put into honouring our ancient ancestors at 
Diwali and other times of the year. I wish we could do the same to celebrate this historic day with the 
same zeal, enthusiasm and unity. We owe it both to our ancestors, to ourselves and to generations to 
come.
